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BN DECREE DISRUPTS AMTRAK HOLIDAY TRAVEL 


In a decision that shocked and puzzled railroad observers, the Burlington Northern 
Railroad on Dec 19 informed Amtrak that it would no longer permit SOP40F loconotives 
on its lines untess thay were restricted to a 40mph speed limit. It was speculated 
that the edict came about because of the Dec 16 derailment of the SAN FRANCISCO Zk. 
PHYR (see also article on p. 15) on BN tracks near Omaha. A Seattle newspaper re- 
ported that Amtrak believes the alleged lateral sway of the GM-built engines was 
BN's source of concern. The SOP4OF engine is the primary long-distance engine in 
Amtrak's roster. Coming just at the start of the heavy Christmas week, the edict 
left Amtrak unprepared, and for one day the federally-decreed thru train service 
between Seattle and Southern California was broken, as travelers were requirad to 
leave their COAST STARLIGHT accommodations at Pertland and change to an Arfleet 
train for the BN section of the route. In following days, BN freight engines vere 
used on long distance Amtrak trains on BN tracks, in conjunction with an Amtrak 
steam generator car or additional non-SDP4OF Amtrak engine for steam power. The 
embargo continues as this article is written (Dec 29), The SFZ was said to be run~ 
ning P30 engines on the Chicago-Denver segment. Trains were initially delayed and 
passengers inconvenienced, but Amtrak said on Dec 29 that changing engines when en- 
tering or leaving BN territory was not delaying trains; however, breakdowns of steam 
generator cars vere causing delays. Meanvhile, a rumor has reached RTN that the SP 
has demanded a 50mph speed limit on curves for the SOP&Of locomotives. 


PRESS QUESTIONS AMTRAK DERAILMENT FREQUENCY 


In the weke of Amtrak's unfortunate 3~accident period of Dec 15-16 (see last issue), 
the Associated Press asked Amtrak to prepare information on the frequency of derail- 
ments of its trains. Amtrak replied that in the 30 days from Nov 19 to Dec 18 there 
had been 5 Amtrak derailments, compared to 2 in the same tine span in 1975. Two were 
grade crossing accidents and 3 were still being investigated, The 1975 accidents were 
caused by a log on a track and a truck hitting a train at a grade crossing. Amtrak 
said there had been 25 derailments this year hed Dec 21), the lowest figure of the 
past 5 years except for 1972, when there were 18, and pointed out that there are more 
trains running now than in 1972. Of the 25 1976 cerailments, 11 were in the Midwest, 
7 in the South, 3 in the Southwest, 2 in the East, and 2 in the Northvest. Judging 
by the past two years, January is the highest nonth for derailments, while May and 
August have the fowest, Amtrak has had only 12 passenger fatalities from derailments 
since it began operations, and 11 of those were in a single 1971 wreck, while the 
tat happened in 1973, 

Two more derailments were added to the 1976 list after this report was made. The 
Washington section of the BROADWAY LIMITED, train 441 westbound, derailed all 5 cars 
at 7:27pm on Dec 26 at Downingtown PA, a Philadelphia suburb. Since the wreck oc~ 
curred on Aitrak-owned track, the corporation was able to make an immediate state- 
ment as to the cause: "The gauge of the track widened sufficiently in the vicinity of 
the heel joint of the frog at the west end of #73 crossover due to conditions of 
switch ties, to permit the lead wheel of the north side of the lead truck of car 2002 
(the first car) to drop inside the rail." Thus a deteriorated cross tie was blamed, 
Antrak said it had replaced 17 miles of ties and done other work on this Philadelphia 
-Harrisburg line since assuming ownership of it last May 19, and will replace 90 more 
miles of ties in 1977, plus other work, Amtrak has had only one other accident on 
the line--a grade crossing wreck on Feb 20, 1975. Amtrak said it fs performing a 
higher level of maintenance than before it owned the track, and when it took it over 
there were no maintenance tools on the Tine. The BROADWAY section was pulled by G61 
engine 913, the weight of which widened the track. Damage to the 5 cars was as fol- 
lows: car 2002 $5000, 5661 $40,000, 5648 $40,000, 5623 $80,000, 2293 $80,000. Three 
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PENINSULA COMMUTER PLAN OFF TO LEGISLATURE

Over the strong objections of an unhappy SP management, the Bay Area's Metropolitan 
Transportation Commission has forwarded to the California State Legislature a transit 
plan that would keep the railroad in the commuter business on the San Francisco Penin- 
sula, at least for the next 10 or 15 years. There was only one dissenting vote among 
the 18 MIC members when on Dec 15 they adopted the proposal of its project committee, 
Peninsula Transit Alternatives Project (PENTAP), for a major upgrade of Peninsula rail 
and bus service to be transmitted to Sacramento Jan 1. 

PENTAP stil] has two major issues on its agenda: how the plan should be funded, and 
what manner of public agency should put it into effect and run it, PENTAP comes to 
arips with these problems in the next few weeks and will report its conclusions to 
MIC fn late Jan or Feb. When MTC has completed action on the entire packaga, the fu- | 
ture of the Peninsula Corridor will be in the hands of the state's lawmakers, who are 
expected to adopt the necessary enabling legislation in 1977. 

The legislature will be considering PENTAP's "Alternative B," described in RTN's 
ist Nov issue, the only one of several options that survived the project committee's 
year-long study, PENTAP rejected, for political and economic reasons, alternatives 
that extended BART to the San Francisco Airport. These options were left for future | 
deliberation by the proposed transit agency and the Peninsula counties. To safequard 
an eventual BART connection to the airport, PENTAP recommended (and the MTC approved) 
the retention in public hands of the short SP freight branch right-of-way from San j 
Bruno at the western edge of the airport, to Daly City, now BART's southern terminus, # 
The SP has petitioned the ICC for abandonment of the San BrunoeDaly City trackage. % 

The centerpiece of Alternative 8, which also includes substantial improvements in 
Peninsula bus service, is the SP's existing 2=track, 47-mile main line between Fourth 
& Townsend in San Francisco and San Jose, A proposed extension by tunnel under First 1 
Street to the Transbay Terminal at First & Mission in S.F."s Central Business Dist- 4 
rict was narrowly defeated by a 54 PENTAP vote. But in presenting PENTAP's final j 
plan to the full MTC, PENTAP chairman Jack Beckett said the more convenient Transbay 
Terminal location remained a future possibility. For the present, he said, capital 
costs were too high to be included in MTC's report to the legislatura. 

What is envisioned instead is a 4® & Townsend-Central Business District bus loop 
connecting with all trains, for which rolling stock would be provided by the Penin- f 
sula transit authority. Sus shuttles would also Vink nearby on-line stations to the i 
San Francisco and San Jose airports. 

Programmed in phases stretching from 1978 to 1985, the rail upgrade would begin in 4 
1978 with station refurbishing and rehabilitation of the SP's 83-car fleet, The lar- i 


ger capital program gets underway in 1982 with the rehabilitation of 16 locomotives 
for push-pull operation and the modification of 46 existing bilevel cars as trailers 
with train line electric heating. Concurrently, the transit agency will add 16 bi- 
level coaches with cab controls and 24 trailers to the fleet, convert the present 
signal circufts to 2-way Centralized Traffic Control and make necessary modifica- 
ogee switches and crossovers. The full upgrade would be in effect by the end i 
of 1985, 

The cost of the rail improvement package would be $49 million, Another $47 million f° 
would be invested in 170 new buses for the Corridor, improvements in the Bayshore 
Freeway (101) to facilitate bus movements on exclusive lanes, and construction of ex- ' 
clusive bus ramps from |-280 to the Transbay Terminal, 1-280 now comes to a stub end 
alongside the old SP terminal building on 3rd St. in S.F., and eventually will hook 
up with the S.F.-Oakland Bay Bridge. 

The total capital program for the rati/bus upgrade is projected at $105.5, includ- 
ing $9 million for better park/ride facilities, with the annual operating expense of 
the combined system forecast at $34 million by 1990. Al] figures are in 1976 dollars. 
With the much higher level of total commute service offered on the Peninsula, and 
greater emphasis on reverse commuting, the consultants working for PENTAP look for

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AS THE SUN RISES ON THE SUNSET

Traveling by sleeper in the age of Amtrak does not necessarily mean first class; 
it simply means that you will be assigned space in a sleeping car. Anything else 
that does or doesn't come with it is up to time and circumstance, The whins of 
crew members (regardless of what Amtrak's Rules and Instruction Manual may state) , 
variations in equioment, the phases of the moon or whatever, usually determine the 
quality of a particular train trip. Readers’ comments in RIN's Train Rating Sur- 
veys range from excellent to very bad about the same train at the same time of year 
--merely different trips. 

All of this may seam a negative way of introducing what was for me a thoroughly 
anjoyable ride. But the realities of the-situation impress me: the small things 
that can make or break a trip. 

This time my mission was aboard train 2, the SUNSET LIMITED. {| boarded in Los 
Angeles as usual, rode overnight and most of the next day to Deming, New Mexico, 
and caught train 1 back to Los Angeles. A short turnaround enables one to try out 
two sets of equipment--one train just beginning a long trip, the other ending one, 

My accommodations were sleeper class, and | checked in at the gate in the tradi- 
tional manner. Since ay ticket was of the new computer variety, | would hava pre- 
ferred to tender it aboard, if you please. Oh, well. Then, "TO TRAINS." And 
quite a crowd this Friday evening, December 10; not even the holiday rush yet. 
Coaches left, sleepers to the right, and up to trackside we go to check out that 
last car. Ah-ha! Sure enough, there was an ex-CALIFORNIA ZEPHYR dome-sleeper- 
observation-lounge sporting skirts on her side and three red lights on her rear. 
She was the 9251 "Silver Penthouse," my favorite. Of the CZ's original six, Amtrak 
owns four, Of the othar two, the EL CAMINO train has one (see RTN, 2nd Nov issue), 
the RIO GRANDE ZEPHYR the other--both now without sleeping space or showers. 
check later revealed that the shower controls were still in the 9251, but the shower 
head was capped. 

Let's walk along the platform towards the head of the train, The next car up is 
the New York thru sleeper, 2600 "Pacific Bay* (10-6); then 2505 "Blue Mott® (10-32); 
2365 "Regal Hill" (4-402); 2723 "Pine King" (10-6); diner 8031; dorm-]ounge 3393; 
hielevel coaches 9906, 9959, 9947, 9942; baggage 1070; deadhead 3401 (ex-GN coach= 
diner}; and engines 552 and 566, 

Inside, the first coach is closed and dark, altho passengers are packing out the 
other three. Seems a coach attendant forgot to show up for work, Eventually the 
car is opened up, with three men working the four cars, These ex-Santa Fe hi-levels 
have always appeared confortable even when full; let's hope the new bi-level coaches 
will be even more so when they start rolling. | walk downstairs and into the coach 
lounge. Good--it's open, aven before departure time. Some people are already stock 
ing up on soft drinks and sandwiches. | take my coffee and walk outside. 

Hy roomette is #6 in "Blue Mott," but banging on the window produces that Lexan 
"clunk." Too bad, but I"m not riding for the scenery. As it happens, a man from 
Antrak's Washington headquarters, whom | know, is occupying the roomette across the 
aisle from mine. Together, we stroll to the dome car to check things out. "Silver 
Penthouse" fs designated line number 0240, first class lounge-sleeper. All space 
is occupied. The drawing room, incidentally, sells at bedroom rates during the 
winter season, The attendant is on duty here also, selling drinks, This car has 
been refurbished with a short swivel lounge seating throughout. Little tables are 
scattered here and there. Lounge seats and tables are also found up in the dome, 
an unexpected variation, A request is made to the attendant, and quickly the up- 
stairs lights are turned off, to the audible pleasure of everyone. 

My watch reads 9:33pm as we slowly glide out of the station. Liquid refreshment 
and easy conversation flow freely as the lights of Los Angeles give way to eves 
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and points East. The car rides well, and |'m pleased with the whole feeling of the 
train so far, especially the fact that both lounges were open right away, There 
have been nights when the train was an hour out of the station before the attendant 
had things ready, 

It isn't long before | head to my Pullman-Standard 1947 sleeper and hit the plase 
tic mattrass, standing behind the zipped curtains to pull down the bed, Everything 
in the roonette works, but sleep comes with difficulty due to rough riding and 
rough track. We have orders to slow to 30mph around Indio because of high winds 
and blowing sand. 

Next morning, outside Phoenix, a long freight has trouble sawing by us, causing 
a delay of over an hour, Finally, at 8:29, we roll into Phoenix, and we leave 
there at 8:43am. Going into the diner, | find a nice touch for Amtrak: a little 
card naming Mr. {ke Houston as the Steward and Mr. A. Harris as the waiter, plus 
the "Glad to have you with us" slogan. Mr. Harris js right here and asks if we 
want some worning coffee. The greatest! By the time Scottsdale and the Supersti- 
tion Hountains are slipping past, the French toast and sausage have arrived. Food 
fs above average, and the service is topnotch. | am very pleased with this, since 
ny last trip on this train wasn't so good. Naturally, | left an appropriate tip. 

| wander thru the coaches, noting that all four cars are wellefilled and passen- 
gers look happy, Both lounge cars are doing a good business, The rear car cert- 
ainly adds a lot to the train, and | spend a good deal of time there, We leave 
Tucson at 11:21, an hour and 41 minutes down. The little extra twists and turns 
of the track, the separation of the east- and westbound tracks, etc., all become 
more apparent and enjoyable from the dome-observation, 

i'm relaxing in one of the rear-facing seats of the observation car when the an- 
nouncement is made for lunch. How? tn the First Class Manner, as a waiter comes 
thru with the little chimes heralding the mealtime, "Ah, blass me, this is pleas~ 
ant, riding first class upon the rail." | skip lunch, however, and enjoy the 
miles clicking by as | continue to gaze out the rear windows. There are no cure 
tains or drapes, however, a decided oversight in the refurbishing. 

We stop at the smal] Amshack of a Benson station, and a half dozen passengers 
detrain at 12:40pm. We're almost two hours late. As we are on our way again, | 
raisa the rear quarter panel by the door from time to time to observe the brake 
gauge, noting poundage applications, We approach a curve and the needle moves to 
30 pounds, - 

Our SUNSET LIMITED rockats by Bowie at 2:05pm, where the Tong-unused coal ing 
tower stands high against the sky. Lordsburg is reached at 2:55pm, with plenty 
of leeway to make Deming, where we arrive at 3:51pm, 

| thank the porter for shining my shoes last night, and watch "Silver Penthouse! 
recede into the distance, red lights marking her going, Then all is motionless, 
save for some trucks on Interstate 10, Two railfans have gotten off with me, and 
it turns out that they are planning to go back on the westbound as | am. The late- 
ness of our train had indicated a short wait, but wouldn't you know that train 1 is 
reported over an hour late. 

We wander around town, read the revolving bank temp-time sign at a nippy 45 de- 
crees. Back at the combination SP-Santa Fe station, a 100-car freight train roars 
by in 67 seconds, whistle blasting. Then an SP peddler shows up, and crew members 
lounge around the station-office waiting for the Santa Fe’s Rincon turn. He never 
does show up. Finally, no, 1 shows its headlight down the line at 5:55pm. Engines

Now, upon boarding the train, a problem develops. Earlier, one of the other rail- 
fans and | had decided to share a bedroom in order to get space in the observation 
car.

Unfortunately, there was no computer console at Deming, so we'd have to 
rely on the conductor's manifest. Our bedroom B turned out to be occupied by the 
flagman, who steadfastly refused to move, wouldn't divulge his name, and "dared" ae 
to do anything about it, ! was prepared to go to great lengths in insisting on our 
space, if necessary, But | hesitated and retreated for a number of reasons. Our 
tickets still read roomette, there was a business car on behind us, and... the next 
sleeper up had plenty of room and was one of my favorite cars: "Tiger River." We 
ended up there in Bedroom E. 

What should a conductor do when confronted with the following information: First, 
two guys show up with tickets that read roomettes in a different car; one ticket is 
regular, the other a pass; both tickets (ironically) spel] out the same roonette 
number in the same car; then they request Bedroom B in the observation car because 
it's spacial or something, which means kicking out the fellow trainman from the 
room; then, they want a refund because two roomettes cost $3.75 more than a bedroom. 
As it happened, our man let us have the bedroom in the Southern car, but figured 
that |'d have to pay $6.75 wore and my friend would have to cough up $13.25..., but 
he'd let us ride without paying the extra amount because he was a nice guy and 
there was plenty of room, "But remember," he warned us, "you're still subject to 
bump." He felt he was doing us a favor. When all was said and done, we probably

By my second cup, the 
Piping hot cheese omelet, ham and potatoes had arrived--just as delicious as last 
night's supper. Service was, if anything, better than the previous night, | 
couldn't help thinking of my trip west on this same train last May. | had suffered 
so-so food and indifferent and even downright discourteous service. Yet, just six 
months later, perfection! Was it due to a good crew, or had Amtrak's Three—Day 
Recurrent On-Board Services Training Program actually been taken to heart? | for 

. one was very happy and contented, rating the crew a full ®9* on RIN's rating scale. 

The pleasure of the meal even led me to discount our 40-minute delay at Colton 
Yard, caused by some sloppy dispatching. We got out of there by 7:48am, and left 
Pomona at 8:15, Ouring our stop at Colton, a passenger from car 2351 came back and 
complained to the dome lounge attendant that they were awakened at 5am by their 
porter, who told them to get up and get organized because he had to make the bed 
before the train arrived, etc, The passengers felt that since they had paid for a 
bed all the way to Los Angeles they should not be rousted out of it. | commented 
that they had every right to remain under the covers until the train reached the 
terminal, if they so desired. They added that the porter had answered no calls 
during the night, didn't shine shoes, and, it turned out, was not around to help 
with the luggage either. | thought darkly that if a porter tried to force me y 

so he could make the bed early, | would get up and let him do it, then climb back 
under those fresh clean sheets, making sure 1 left the bed down and unmade by 
terminal tine, After all, the crew are paid for any work after the train gets in. 
(Later, the lounge attendant passed by our bedroom and jokingly said: "Well, | 
have to sweep the floor now, so you'd better go down te the end of the car and 
wait in the vestibule unti] | finish.") 

At El Monte it was a red over green signal, and we turned and went down the old 
Pacific Electric main line via the San 8ernardino Freeway (the new high-speed SP 
line), bypassing Alhambra, Los Angeles was reached by 8:58am, one hour and 28 
minutes late. 

An overall evaluation? The eastbound train was First Class Premier Service all 
the way.

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AMTRAK'S NEXT FIVE YEARS 
ANTRAK'S FIVE-YEAR PLAN FOR MARKETING LONG DISTANCE PASSENGER TRAINS 


The report by Amtrak to Congress and the DOT on its projections for the next 
hal f-decade of U.S. rail passenger serVice, mentioned earlier in RIN, is basically 
a conservative one, written with an eye on a hostile DOT that oversees it. Budget- 
wise, the document calls for passengers continuing to cover thru the "fare box" over 
40% of Amtrak's expenses, a far cry from Secretary of Transportation Coleman's con- 
tention that by the year 2000 Amtrak will need subsidies "ten times as great as its 
passenger revenues." Amtrak asks the question, "Where is Amtrak going?" as well as 
"Where should it be going?" in the document's introduction. Then Amtrak answers 
the first question by declaring that the Plan is “one answer" to the question, "es- 
pecially if we stay roughly on our present course", one that "seeks to invest funds 
judiciously" in developing a passenger rail system. 

We will now summarize, using Amtrak's own words as much as possible, what the cor- 
poration plans to do in marketing its long distance service under this conservative 

Jan. We start with the trains slated to receive bi-level equipment: 

SUNSET LIMITED: ridership has declined, but the decline is moderating; the decline 
is due to fares too high and capacity limitations, as well as the tri-weekly sched- 
ule. Appropriate changes are required. Bi-level introduction in 1978 will be ac- 
companied by excursion travel packages to produce annual 3-5% increase over 5 years. 

INTER-AMERICAN: changes of last Oct 31 were expected to increase ridership 19% by 
1978, leveling off by 1979. Will get new bi-level cars in 1980, with hi-level cars 
introduced as the new cars bump them off another route. 

NORTH COAST HIAWATHA: conversion to daily service being studied. Bi-levels coming 
in late 1977 will increase ridership 7%, 84, and TZ in 1978, 1979, 1980, More ex- 
cursion and tour programs wil] be used, especially. in Spokane-Seattle market. 

EMPIRE BUILOER: basic trend of relatively slight growth expected to continue. Bi- 
levels in late 1977 and promotional programs expected to produce modest growth in 
1978, 6% in 1979, leveling to 4 or 5% in latter years of Plan. 

LONE STAR: nominal growth until bi-levels come in 1979, then 7% in 1979, with rid- 
ership stabilized by 1981. Study feasibility of lower end-point fares. 

PANAMA LIMITED: growth sluggish to negative in near past, due to substandard. equip- 
nent, erratic on-time performance, and worsening schedule times. Improved track 
should help in future. Will @t bi-levels by 1980, and interim hi-levels by 1979, 
which, along with faster schedules, will reverse the decay in passenger growth. 

Will study possibility of adding service to exploit intermediate markets. 

COAST STARLIGHT: has been one of best Amtrak routes. Ridership growth leveled 
off in recent years due to train reaching capacity. Marketing focus will be on 
the Oakland-L.A. portion. Bi-levels by end of 1978 will produce 3% increase in 
1979, 52 in 1980 and 1981. 

FLORIDIAN: changes of last Oct 31, along with special advertising programs and 
better running times, expected to produce a modest increase, New bi-levels in 1980 
will produce 5% growth by 1981. 

SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR: bi-levels in 1978, with possible better fare structure to 
compete better with airlines, and special excursion programs for short-distance 
markets on route, will produce 6% increase, with increase stabilized at 3-5 in 
later years of Plan. 

SOUTHWEST LIMITED: passenger volume recently declining, due to noncompetitive 
fares, train up to capacity, or other causes. Volume will stabilize after bi-levels 
cone in late 1978, and remain stable for remaining years, Short-distance excursion 
fares and better general fare structure will be studied.

FLORIDA TRAINS: volume changes erratically over time, partly a function of chan- 
ges in service. Will restore a pattern close to the historical pattern, keep pre- 
sent services intact, but vary services seasonally. Will try to reduce severe sea- 
sonal variations by off-peak discounts and excursion programs. New cars in 1980, 
and 4% growth rate in 1980 and 1981. 

BROADWAY LIMITED: one of Amtrak's most significant long-distance markets. Volume 
has declined recently due to slow schedulecaused by track conditions. Track upgrad- 
fng should cut time. Rerouting of Washington section being considered. New cars 
and faster schedule in 1979 will produce 12% crowth in 1979, and aggressive promo- 
tion should sustain a 711% growth for 1980 and 1981, 

LAKE SHORE LIMITED: strong growth already on certain segments. New York State 
track problems will be corracted and speed up running tines, Significant intermed- 
jate market exists at Cleveland, and both short- and long-distance travel can be 
promoted successfully. New cars in 1981, but no impact forecast at this time. 

MONTREALER: wil] study proposals to reschedule or originate train at New York, 
which vould cut costs without lowering ridership materially. Growth will increase 
during years of Plan; new cars in 1981, Pricing will remain competitive. Signif- 
fcant growth can not be sustained without some improvement in product, 

The ADIRONDACK is not included in the above, as Amtrak plans to introduce Amfleet 
equipment on that train at an early date, {t will be discussed in a later issue of 
RIN under Amtrak's plans for Corridor trains, Amtrak plans to publish an addendum

For RIN's First Annual Train-of-the Year Award, the editors have selected the 
LAKE SHORE LIMITED. The purpose of the award is to draw attention to the one 
train that in the opinion of the editors has contributed most to advancing the 
cause of rail travel in the past year. 

The LAKE SHORE LIMITED, Amtrak trains 48/448 (eastbound) and 49/449 (westbound) , 
began revenue operation on Oct 31, 1975, after an inaugural press run Oct 28-29, 

The train runs from Chicago to Albany NY, where it splits into separate sections 

to Boston and New York (the Boston section is numbered 448 and 449), and along the 
way serves South Bend, Elkhart, Toledo, Elyria, Cleveland, Erie, Huffalo, Rochester, 
Syracuse and Utica, The Boston section runs via Pittsfield, Springfield, Worcester, 
and Framingham, while the New York section runs along the Empire Service route, 

with stops at Hudson, Rhinecliff, Poughkeepsie, and Croton-Harmon, before terminat- 
ing in New York City’s Grand Central Terminal, home of the Empire Service trains 

and the ADIRONDACK, Besides establishing an important route including many major 
Eastern and Midwestern cities, the LAKE SHORE brought Amtrak service to Cleveland, 
at the time the largest American city without such service. 

In the little more than a year since the train began running, the LAKE SHORE has 
achieved a ranking among the top three long distance trains in the nation in rider- 
ship. While the train has had some problems during its short life, such as crowded, 
unreliable equipment and bad track that caused delays, all those concerned with its 
operation seem to have been cognizant of the difficulties and have worked steadily 
on them, with the result that the train has shown regular improvement. 

But the sinale deciding factor that led RTN to select this train for its first 
award is the evident interest and enthusiasm that continues to surround the train.

Urban-Suburban Transit 


WIDELY-READ COLUMNIST Sylvia Porter has written (Dec 24) on the comparative costs 
of auto and train commuting. The answer: the train commuter can save around $1500 
per year over the cost of driving to work, but to achieve full savings he must eli- 
minate the auto altogether from his budget. 

PURCHASE -OF -SERVICE contract agreement has been reached between C&NW and Chicago's 
Regional Transportation Authority for financing operations of the line, the largest 
commuter line in the area. The news came Dec 21. 

FOUR AMERICAN CITIES were selected by the DOT on Dec 22 for construction of fed- 
erally-funded people movers: Los Angeles, Cleveland, Houston, and St, Paul. In ad- 
dition, Los Angelas has had funds approved for preliminary engineering and environ- 
mental impact statements on the city's proposed rail transit starter line and an 
expanded freeway bus service. 

NEW YORK STATE Transportation Commissioner Raymond Schuler announced Dec 22 his 
approval of a grant totaling $6 million to buy a GE diese) locomotive and eight 
104-passenger push-pull coaches for rail service between Port Jervis and the New 
York Metropolitan area. The MTA will buy the equipment, with funds coming from a 
1974 state bond issue, for commuter service run under contract with ConRail over 
former E-L tracks. 

TORONTC TRANSIT COMMISSION late this month nade public the results of a market- 
ing study which found that of 704,000 Toronto area resilents who don't use the TIC, 
244,000 would use it if improvements were made, 

HIGHWAY TRAFFIC FATALITIES in the U.S. over the Christmas weekend were the high- 
est since 1973.

catenary poles were knocked down, one of them landing on the roof of car 5648. Dam- 
age to track-~300 feet torn up, 1000 feet misaligned--3 catenary poles and cross= 
spans totaled $84,500, for a total mechanical loss of $329,500. Thirty-six passen- 
gers were examined at hospitals, and 4 of them hospitalized, of the 107 passengers 
and 8 crew aboard. The main section of the BROADWAY was detoured to Perryville to 
pick up the stranded passengers, and it was delayed in its schedule to Chicago. 

The 27% derailment of 1976 occurred Dec 29, when cars 11 and 12 of the 12-car 
LAKE SHORE LIMITED derailed 10 miles south of Albany (on train 48), The cars were 
running empty and there were apparently no injuries in the minor derailment. They 
were 2 of 3 cars that had been added to the train at Albany NY. 

The southbound COAST STARLIGHT on Dec 19 hit an auto stalled on the tracks at 
Glendale CA and pushec it 500 feat. Three occupants of the car escaped, and a fourth 
could not and suffered a broken arm. There were no passenger injuries on the train. 

A popular topic of conversation at Christmas Eve parties was another blocking of 
the Northeast Corridor by a ConRail freight derailment, which happened about 6am on 
Dec 24. The freight, in a 10mph zone, derailed 12 of its 50 cars at the 14® Street 
Bridge north of the Potomac River, within a quarter mile of Amtrak headquarters. 

Two sections of Southern Railway's SOUTHERN CRESCENT, and Amtrak's SILVER METEOR 
train 84 (both northbound) were unloaded at Alexandria VA and 18 Greyhound buses 
shuttled the nearly 900 passengers the 8 miles to Washington Union Station. The 
two CRESCENT sections were backed to SR's Alexandria freight yard and set side-by- 
side by the engine shop. The SILVER METEOR was positioned about 4-mile north of 
Alexandria Station, beside Potomac freight yard on the passenger track, Train 82, 
the SILVER STAR, reached Alexandria at 12:42pm and remained in the station on the 
southbound track without transfering passengers, page 13 
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A ZEPHYR TRIP ENDS ABRUPTLY

It was 4:30pm on Dec 15 when { walked into Denver Union Station. The courteous 
girl at the Amtrak window said there was one available roomette on train 6, the 
SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR, to Chicago. | decided to take it, and handed here my USA 
Rail Pass so she could upgrade me from coach. 

Number 6 was 5 minutes late getting into the station, and there was much activity 
as the train was split and the dome coach spliced in between the lounge and the 
third coach. Switching complete, car line no. 631 "Pine Island" was ready for me 
to board, and we departed at 5:50pm, ten minutes late. 

After referencing the consist with my Car Spotters Guide, | went for cocktatls in 
the’ lounge car. Things were hopping, and Mr. Pipkins the bartender was extremely 
busy, but most efficient, and offered a twist of lemon for my Scotch and soda with- 
out my asking, Lots of young people were aboard, and | talked with a couple of peo- 
ple | recognized from the COAST STARLIGHT on the previous Sunday. | was on a 14-day 
Rail Pass, and this was the next to last segment of my coast-to-coast cruise. 

Dinner consisted of a crisp salad with Amtrak Bleu Cheese dressing, superbly 
brofled steak with baked potato and green beans, and a good bottle of California 
burgundy, At the table were Mary Lou and her two: children, John, 8, and Melody, 4. 
This was their first train ride, and had we not been late in departing Denver, they 
would have missed the train. They boarded as we were just beginning to move, and 
left their baggage to be forwarded on tomorrow, The children had never seen a 
sleeping car, of course, so | took them for a tour of "Pine Island" after dinner, 
They were in heaven and persuaded their mother to reserve them a bedroom for the re- 
turn trip from New Jersey after Christmas, 

Craving a little Cognac, | returned to the lounge shortly, where Pipkins poured a 
double Hennessey in a plastic glass with a club soda on the side. Then the lights 
vent out for the first time, For the next hour or so, the lights flickered on and 
off, and finally in despair, the engineer ran out of alternatives and last call was 
made before the car was closed for the night around ten o'clock, 

Our arrival in Lincoln, Nebraska was right on schedule, and woke mo from a deep 
sleep. | opened the door to roomette 7 and asked Bil}, our attendant, where we were, 
"Lincoln," he responded, and | closed my door and sank back into sleep before we 
left the platform, 

Then there was a sharp bump and | was wide awake! As if it had happened a thous- 
and times before, | knew exactly what was next: "Hy God, we're going on the ground!* 

Sure enough, nore violent jolts followed, as | hung onto my bed for dear life. 

The car lurched to a halt and tilted slightly to my left. | lay perfectly still for 
hat seamed like an eternity. | wasn't hurt, but for some reason | couldn't think 
of what to do next. With great difficulty | finally sat upright and tried to open 
ny door, {It was not going to budge without a lot of effort due to our sharp list. 
By the time | got the door to slide, the flagman was staggering thru the dimly Vit 
corridor asking if anyone was hurt. All answers were negative. 

Then | remembered that Pipkins was in the roonette opposite mine, There had been 
no answer from him. Frantically | pounded on his door, Stil} no answer. Fumbling 
at the awkward angle, | managed to get dressed and zip up the one bag which | had 
aboard. Still no word from roomette 8. | knocked again and yelled louder. A gar- 
bled reply came thru the door. "Are you all right?" | called out. “Huh, what hap- 
pened?" "We've run on the ground, Are you hurt?" | asked, He mumbled that he did- 
n't think so, and | picked up my bag and felt my way along the sides of the wall to 
the vestibule. Bill was working with the flagman to gat people out the door and on 
what had been the roadbed. | tossed my bag out and jumped onto the soft earth. 

The sight | saw was truly a nightmare! The sleeper in front of us was stil] cou- 
pled, bit leaning considerably more to the left and down an embankment, The diner, 
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lounge, and the dome coach were on their sides, the trucks hanging crazily in the 
air. Up ahead, the three coaches and baggage cars were stil] upright and on the 
roadbed, but definitely not on the rails. All ten cars had derailed, and | learned 
later that the second SOP40F was also on the ground. 

Emergency lights were flashing everywhere. People were shouting instructions 
thru the crisp morning air, and someone was pounding on the window of bedroom D in 
car 630, Our attendant tried to smash the window with a sledge hammer, but the 
Lexan wouldn't give. Rescue workers were called to go into the car to bring out 
the terrified occupants. Already people were being brought up the embankment on 
stretchers and taken away in red fire department rescue vans. | felt halpless. 

The track was non-existent where | was standing, The right hand rail lay on its 
side among the splinters of rotted ties, The left rail was nowhere to be seen. 
Wires of some kind were drooping everywhere, so we were told to remain where we 
vere until a rescue worker could guide us down the hill and to waiting police cars, 

Among the assorted emergency equipment, knots of people were exchanging experi- 
ances and embracing familiar faces they remembered from aartier in the trip. 
spotted John and Melody in an ambulance. Mary Lou was a nurse, and after getting 
her children out of the wreckage of the overturned dome coach, she had gone back to 
render assistance. By now Pipkins was out of our car, but had collapsed on the 

ound. He was helped to a waiting rescue van and | didn't see him again. 

Sheriff's deputies loaded us into a squad car and drove us to the Sarpy County 
Court House in nearby Papillion, Nebraska. In the large bomb shelter-like basement 
they served us coffee, as people began slowly to trickle in from the wreck, Every- 

one talked a great deal, but the children were quiet and the atmosphere was relat- 
fvely calm, considering what we had al] been thru. 

The coaches that had remained upright were the last to be evacuated and no roll 
call was attempted until every passenger had either been taken to the hospital or 
had joined us in the court house. A last call for anyone who thought they had an 
injury was made. Accompanied by much protesting, Mary Lou picked John and Melody 
up and whisked them away. John had complained of his right eye, and it was blood- 
shot and watering. It was after 5:00am now. We had hit the ground at 3:15, 

Amtrak and Burlington Northern officials were arriving now and accident report 
forms were being passed out to everyone. Jim Jonas, an Antrak supervisor, had 
been a passenger on the train, He was functioning quite well, and seemed to have 
taken charge. Buses were being brought to take us to Chicago, he informed us, and 
arrangements would be made there for those with other destinations, 

The press had arrived and there were lights, cameras and microphones circulating 
among the assemblage scattered about on the floor and on the tables and chairs. 
Someone yelled that WLS in Chicago was on the phone and wanted to speak to someone 
in authority. 

A bus ride to Chicago from this little town just outside of Omaha didn't appeal 
to me at this point, so when | heard someone say airport, my ears pricked. Sup- 
posedly a private jet from New York was bringing Mr. Reistrup and some other of- 

ficials into the airport, and a sheriff's deputy was being dispatched to get them. 
| asked for a lift. ; 

My accident report had been completed, and | informed Mr. Jonas that | would con- 
tact him later, and that | was leaving for the airport. | picked up ny bags and 
hurried into the waiting unmarked police car. We arrived just in time for me to 
catch the 6:30am United flight to Chicago. They held the plane for me, and the 
door was closed behind ne, | took a window seat in the first class section, 
pulled the shade down, and closed my eyes.

using buses on 280 and 101, The annual patronage would total 24.6 million. It works 
out to a capital and operating cost per passenger of 91,54, the most economical of the 
final options considered by PENTAP but one: eliminating the SP and extending BART to 
Millbrae for an interchange with a Peninsula bus system. This would cost $1.48 per 
passenger, the much higher capital costs of the BART extension being offset by lower 
operating costs, 

The SP has made it clear to the MTC that it does not like the trand of events in the 
Peninsula Corridor as they bear on the company's commute rail properties. Vice Presi- 
dent A. D. DeMoss expressed concern to the MTC in November about the direction which 
the PENTAP study had taken. "Since our present commute operation, which provides good 
service at a low cost continues to lose patrons," Mr. DeMoss said, "it is obvious that 
the fixed rail commute system is not what the public wants. The dedication of public 
funds in further expanding an undesired, money-losing service fs not justified and no 
demographic study or mathematical formula can change a fact of life. Peninsula trav- 
elers prefer the convenience of door-to-door service by motor vehicles.* 

The SP would oppose any plan, he added, that interferes with its freight operations 
on the Peninsula. Mr. DeMoss sent another letter to the MTC for its Dec 15 meeting 
on the PENTAP proposal, again maintaining that the commute system had bean a failure 
in attracting the public from the freeways. The company said that the "transit level" 
of service proposed in Alternative 8, particularly in off-peak hours, would "most ad- 
versely affect the economy and employment of the Peninsula," by interfering with 
freight operations. 

Before the Commissioners voted on the PENTAP plan they received assurances from 
their consultants that Alternative B would be fully compatible with the SP's freight 
movements, currently running at 8 trains daily. The company itself, they pointed out, 
historically has not operated freight trains during the 5 heavy commute hours, 

The second SP communication to the MIC also expressed the comany's strong feelings 
that "the legislature should be fully informed" on Alternative B, a fair indication 
that the management will carry its opposition into the committee hearings on the Pen- 
insula transit plan, presumably to be scheduled later in 1977 by the Assembly and 
Senate. 

However, with the MIC's action in December, there are now formidable political forces 
on the other side, not so much opposed to the SP as in favor of the proposal to con~ 
tinue and improve the SP's service, Indeed, there is a wide body of opinion, among 
planners and commuters alike, that the SP should continue to operate the service. 
There is consequently good reason to assume that the future transit agency will be 
flexible in its demands for greater off-peak use of the rail line. Members of the 
MTC have said they share the raflroad's concerns about jobs and the Peninsula economy. 

In accepting the PENTAP recommendation, the MIC has ended 25 years of study and an- 
alysis of the Peninsula Corridor, The Commission is backed by the 3 Peninsula count- 
des: San Francisco, San Mateo and Santa Clara, spokesmen for which al) endorsed the 
plan at the December meeting. Coming from the regional transportation planning auth- 
ority of the Bay Area, MTC's recommendation to the legislature will receive thought- 
ful attention. The direction taken by the PENTAP study now appears to be leading 
toward a legislative proposal to establish or name a public agency to negotiate with 
the railroad. PENTAP may suggest a new West Bay transit authority, or an antity set 
up under a joint powers agreement signed by the 3 counties, It might also recommend 


CalTrans, which has moved into rail passenger service in the L.A.-San Diego corridor, 
In the meantime, the California Public Utilities Commission, an agency with very 


broad regulatory powers over transportation companies in the state, is holding up the 
SP's request for a doubling of passenger fares on the Peninsula run, pending the come 
pletion of NIC's studies this winter, altho the PUC staff recently endorsed a 25% 
interim increase. 

The new transit authority, if enacted by the Legislature, could ease the SP's fin- 
ancial Toad in another way: by offering operating subsidies to the company, a route 
the SP management has found unacceptable up to now. Presumably the PUC and its staff 
will be watching developments in Sacramento with as much interest as the SP's commut» 
ers and the Peninsula transit planners, whose labors are now so close to completion,
